in others, to Buy the Buildings, the Map or Model whereot has by conſent many Noble 
Perſons Coats of Arms Ingraven in it, ſignifying their approbation of, and intention to help 
in this ſo good deſign. Wherefore it is humbly prayed that you the Charitable Gentry 
and others of St. that are piouſly enclined, would permit 
yours to be Ingraven, and a little afſiſt by Subſcription, or otherways much need not be, 
becauſe of the help that will come in from many good examples; your Memories will be 
bleſt by thouſands of poor Children yer unborn, and this in time (in all likelyhood) ma 
be almoſt as great as that of King Edward the ſixth. All kindneſs down to be diſpoſed 
of as th2 Giver, Receiver, Reverend Miniſter, Worſhiptul Church wardens or Veſtry ſhall 
dire&t, and Subſcriptions paid, as the Hoſpital goes on, chufing a Treaſurer, or Gover- 
nours if rhey pleaſe in each Pariſh. Every Contributer may treely command a Map or 
Model of the Buildings at any time for himſelf or Friend. 


Hereas theſe Pariſhes nigh Weſtminſter are very populous of Nobility arid Gen- 
try,and an Hoſpital is much wanting for the educaring and placing forth ſome of

At a Veſtry held by the Church-wardens and Ancients of the Pariſh of St. Clement Danes. 


Hen Ordered and Agreed, That pon Mr. William Blakes Propoſalls of compleating the Buildings at 
T High-gate for an Hoſpital, ad alſo finding and providing Maſters and Miſtreſſes to teach and in- 
ſtrut Children that ſhall be put tothe ſaid Hoſpital, and Servants convenient toattend them: The ſaid Chil- 
dren ſo to be ſent to the ſaid Hoſpital to be maintained with meat ,arink, waſhing, lodging, cloaths and all other 
neceſſaries fit and convenient for Children, to be kept in a Hoſpital ( as well in ſickneſs asin health) . by the 
ſaid William his Executors or Aſſigns. We the Church-wardens and Antients of the ſaid Pariſh do pro- 
miſe to ſend to the ſaid Hoſpital twenty Pariſh Children more or leſs, within one month after notice is given to 
this Veſtry that the ſaid Hoſpital ſointended ſhall be fit for the reception of Children : And to allow and pay 
for each of the ſaid Children after the rate of 61. per Annum, and after the Children have been there one 
Month, to pay one months pay, and alſo to advance two months pay for every Child at the ſame time.

The like agreement was made two days before with St. Giles's Yeftry, only they pay but Quar- 
terly, to which the reverend Dr. Sharp Dean of Norwich was a witneſs, who hath promiſed 61. per 
Annum, as an Addition to the Pariſh rates for the maintenance of two Children during life. And 
thereverend Dr. Haiſcard hath done the like for St. Clements. 

This agreement is ſuppoſed ro be but till a better Government or Method be fallen into by 
perſons of Quality out of each Pariſh. Threeſcore Suits and thirty Beds are provided, a Maſter 
got and contracted with : but the want of a little Money has ſomewhat ſtopt this good and pious 
Work ; therefore it is ſtill prayed, and earneſtly deſired, That you would lend a little Affiſtance in 
order to the Compleating a thing of ſuch general good, much wanted ; being the beſt Deſign that 
ever was Attempted for their Poor Children, t{ince theſe fix Pariſhes above mentioned were 
in being. One hundred pound from each Veſtry, or Pariſhoners, would prevent the fears of 
any miſcarriage, and compleat the New Buildings this Summer alſo.
